Heber Nations, former Siate Le-- 
bor Commissioner, Was ‘convicted 
today, for the second time, of con- 
spiracy to violate the Volstead law, 
by protecting the manufacture and 
Sale of beer by the Griesedieck 
Brewery in 1923-24. The jury re- 
turned its verdict In Federal 
Court after being out only an hour. 

Judge Davis will announce the 
punishment next Wednesday morn- 
ing. He can sentence Nations to 
imprisonmept up to 2 years, or 
fine him up to $10,000, or assess 
both fine and imprisonment. 

At hig. trial in May, 1926. 
the jury berated 37 hours be- 
fore finding Nations guilty. Judge 
| Farig sentenced him to 18 months’ 

imprisonment.and to pay $388% 
fine, the un amount’ being 
figured as one-t ird of the $10.- 
000 paid tor | t graft, of which 
it was téstifie, Nations ‘reneived 
two-thirds. The Circuit Cert of 
Appeals reversed the first convic- 
tion, because Judge Faris had re- 
fused to disqualify himself, on Na- 
tions’ allegation or prejudice.

FLEES IN AUTO, BUT

Freed Month Ago on Plea 
of Mistaken Identity in 
$17,000 Bank Holdup at 
Highland, IIl. 


A month ago Henry Ronsiek, | 
convicted bank robber, walked out 
of the Southern Illinois Peniten- 
tiary, freed on his contention he 
was a victim of mistaken identifi- 


cation. 

Early today he walked into a 
trap set for a burglar in his old 
home town. Florissant, St. Louis 
County. He was shot and serious- 
ly wounded. 

For three nights Deputy Consta- 
bles Harry Firman. and George 
Kingsland had concealed them- 
selves in the Florissant saloon of 
Anton Weidinger, hoping to catch 
the burglar who had been there 
on two recent occasions and had 
taken merchandise. 


Deputies Fire on Burglar. 

At 2 o’clock they heard an au- 
tomobile stop outside. A key rat- 
tled in the door which opened and 
Ronsiek stepped inside. The dep- 
uties say they called upon Rensiek 


ver in their direction. Armed 
with shotguns, they rose up from 
behind the bar and fired at him. 

He staggered from the saloon, 
got into the automobile outside 
and drove a short distance to the 
home of a relative. The deputies 
followed and arrested him while 
he was dressing his wounds. They 
took him to Alexian Brothers Hos- 
pital. 

Buckshot had penetrated his left 
side and arm. He made no state- 
ment, 

The deputy constables reported 
Ronsiek used a skeleton key to 
enter the saloon, and a stolen au- 


tomobile on the trip to and from 
the place. 
Record of Several Arrests. 

Ronsiek is 27 years old. On the 
several occasions when he was ar- 
rested, he has said he was a chauf- 
feur and machinist. For the lasi 
10 days he had been rooming at 
1702A Union boulevard. 

Ronsiek’s prison record began in 
1339, when he pleaded guilty of an 
automobile theft and was sentenced 
to five years in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary. In September, 1924, he 
was arrested in St. Louis after a 
chase in which police fired into an 
automobile occupied by Ronsiek 
and another man with a police 
record. <A revolver was found in 
this car. 

Ronsiek was held 
for investigation in the murder 
of John E. Schaeffer, shot in his 
confectionery at 1639 South Thirty- 
ninth street, but was released to 
Illinois authorities when two em- 
ployes of the First Nationa] Rank 
of Highland, IIL, identified him as 
one of the six men who perpetrat- 
ed a $17,000 holdup there, July 
29, 1924. 


At his trial with two other men 
Ronsiek did not testify in his own 
cefense, as to do so would have 
disclosed his prison record. The 
jury discredited his alibi that he 
was in Florissant at the time and 
he was convicted. His co-defend- 
ants were acquitted on alibis that 
they were in jail at the time of the 
bank holdup. 

Cleared By Fellow Convict. 


Taken to the Southern Illinois 
Penitentiary at Chester to. serve a 
Sentence of 10 years to life, Ron- 
siek became friendly with Arthur 
Edgar, serving time for a robbery 
at Waterloo, Ill. Edgar soon made 
affidavit that he was one of the 
Highland bank robbers, and that 
Ronsiek had no part in it. 

At the request of Ronsick’'s at- 
torney, Paul A. Richards of §&t. 
Louis, the two bank employes who 
had identified Ronsiek viewed 
Ronsiek and Edgar together 
in prison, noted the resem- 
blance between the two men, and 
made affidavit that they were no 
longer sure of their identification 
of Ronsick. 

The movement to get Ronsiek 
out of prison started a month af- 
ter his conviction. The State Par- 
don Board had the affidavits and 
arguments under consideration 
until last Dec. 17 when it com- 
muted Ronsiek’s sentence to three 
years—the time already returned. 

Returning to St. Louis on Dec. 
22, Ronsiek announced his deter- 
mination to go straight, appealed 
to police to give him a chance. 
and declared he bore no ill will 
teward those who had caused hie 
conviction. _

convincing Senator Walsh that the 
limitation should be made. 

The Senate has the right to in- 
vestigate the expenditures of cor- 
porations engaged in interstate 
business in their contributions to 
affect the election of a President, 
a Vice President, Senators and 
Congressmen. The Reed commit- 
tee, which has continuous power, 
now has the authority to investi- 
gate campaign contributions for 
the election of United States Sen- 
ators. 

“If it wanted to, the Senate 
might go into the question of con- 
tributions made to Congressmen, 
but this would be a discourtesy to 
the House, which controls the con- 
duct of its own members. 

“Senator Walsh's reference to 20 
per cent being spent for publicity 
purposes is, of course, an extreme 
illustration. It would probably not 
be over 1-29 of 1 per cent. 

Hawes for Constructive Inquiry. 

“T favor an investigation which 
might bring legislation, but we 
must constantly keep in mind that 
85 per cent of the physical proper- 
ty of railroads is engaged in in- 
terstate business; only 15 per cent 
in intrastate; and that only 9 per 
cent of the utilities are engaged in 
interstate business and 91 per cent 
in intrastate business. 

“T hope the committee will lim- 
it the jurisdiction of the investiga- 
tion to interstate business and di- 
vest the investigation of all spec- 
tacular features, so that they will 
be able to give the Congress and 
the American people some scien- 
tific facts.’’ 

Other commiitee members were 
reluctant to discuss what the com- 
mittee would decide Monday. It is 
known that some of them—not a 
majority, however—favor an inves- 
tigation by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. This would satisfy the 
power lobby, for the commission 
already has made one investigation 
of the electric power industry and 
nothing has been done by _Con- 
griss. This hard-boiled group on 
the committee believes that if the 
investigation is not made by the 
commission, the resolution should 
be drastically amended to Hmit 
the power of the investigating 
committee, 

Oppose Appointing by Dawes. 

The Progressive and Democrai'ec 
group, as represented by Couz2ns 
(Rep.) of Michigan, Howell (Rep.) 
of Nebraska, Wheeler (Dem.) of 
Montana and Dill (Dem.) of Wasii- 
ington want a favorable report on 
the resolution as it stands, and 
they say that if it must be ameni- 
ed, it should be amended go thrt 
the investigating committee would 
be appointed by the Senate and 
not by Vice President Dawes. This 
group points out that Dawes statas 
in “Who’s Who,” that he has been 
“interested since 1894 in the gas 
business at Evanston, Ill, La 
Crosse, Wis., Seattle, Wash., tc. 
“They are afraid he will follow 
the tactics he pursued when he ip- 
pointed to the Hearst investigating 
committee four Senators who lived 
in cities where Hearst owned news. 
papers. 

The hard-boiled group also is 
afraid of Dawes. They say that ae 
is a candidate for the presidency 
and might lean backward to escape 
an imputation of private interest 
in appoinments. 

Wheeler of Montana said that 
if the cémmittee makes any “ma- 
terial changes” in the Walsh reso.

“Of 
course, if he it determined to talk 
we cannot stop him, but such a 
move would seriously injure de- 
fense plans.”’ 

Tries to Eliminate Women. 

An apparent plan of the defense 
to eliminate women from the jury 
was disclosed today as examination 
of talesmen proceeded, Three wom- 
en were removed from the box by 
the defense in exercising peremp- 
tory challenges. One man, whom 
Walsh attempted to question about 
how closely he had followed the 
ease in the newspapers was told to 
step aside,

TROLLEY PASSENGERS 


| 3,928,198 Fewer Last Quar- 


ter of 1927 Than Period in 
1926—Decline Since 1923. 


The quarterly statement of the 
Public Service Co., to the City 
Register yesterday, for the last 
quarter of 1927, indicates a steady 


| decrease in the number of street 


car passengers since 1923. Yester- 
day’s report of 62,698.939 passen- 
gers carried was 3,928,198 under 
the figure for the corresponding 
period on 1926. 

There was a 12 per cent decrease 
in the volume of passengers car- 
ried by the car company in 1927, 
as compared with 1923, when the 
greatest volume in its history was 
handled. The number of passengers 
was lessened by 33,578,373, a re- 
duction from 280,405,331 in 1923, to 
246,826,958 last year. 

The number of passengers in 
1924 was 13,199,488,.or 4 per cent 
lower than the preceding year. In 
1925 the volume was 8,768,642 pas- 
sengers, or 3 per cent lower than 
in 1924. Then in 1926 it was 566,- 
763 passengers, or two-tenths of 
1 per cent, lower than the preced- 
ing year, Last year it was 11,044,- 
480 . _ssengers, or 4 per cent, low- 
er than in 1926. 

Operation of the People’s Motor 
Bus Co. began in 1923. 

In the nine years prior to 1923, 
beginning with 1914, when the 
\-orld War started in Europe, there 
was a fluctuation of car riding vol- 
ume. Starting with 235,632,946 pas- 
sengers in 1914, the record shows 
the low ebb of 221,039,858 the next 
year.

We joke Boston about being “the 
home of the bean and the cod.” It 
isn’t a disagreeable charge to make 
against any town. It wouldn't be 
a Bad idea at all if every town 
were the home of the bean and the 
cod. The bean and the cod are 
invaluable foods and folks who 
feed upon them are likely to be 
strong and well. 

No meal is complete unless it is 
capable of supplying the body with 
certain proportions of protein, 
carbohydrates, fats, minerals and 
vitamins. The bean family can 
supply all. If not in proper pro- 
portions, alr the elements are there 
in such quantities that a little 
reinforcement will complete the 
ideal meal. When codfish is added 
the meal is complete. 

There are certain vegetables 
which are particularly valuable. 
The bean is one of them. .All veg- 
etables are rich, not only in vita- 
mins but in minerals. Iron, in food 
form, is particularly important to 
the welfare of the body. Not all 
vegetables contain it tn apprecia- 
ble quantities. But the bean does.

will be Senator Louis Martin, 
France’s leading feminist and out- 
standing scrapper for woman’s en- 
franchisement..

DARING BRIDGE PLAYER 
WINS, WRITEREAD SAYS 


But Good Judgment Must Go 
With Courage—Conserva- 
tism Loses, He Declares. 


Conservative bridge players are 
losing players, Wilbur Whitehead, 
international bridge expert, de- 
clared last night in a lecture on 
the game at the Missouri Athletic 
Association. 

“Over-bidding is winning auc- 
tion,” he said. ‘“‘Under-bidding is 
losing auction. I hasten to add, 
however, that I do not mean the 
lid is off for any sort of reckless 
bidding. What I mean is that the 
player with great courage and good 
judgment wins in the long run. 
The player with great courage but 
poor judgment is, of course, a 
} scourge to his partners.” 

Forced to Explain Twice. 

Although he spoke to an audi- 
ence which included many reputed- 
ly strong bridge players, White- 
head proved to be a step or two 
ahead of his hearers most of the 
evening and had to stop frequently 
and repeat, as he discoursed on the 
more fundamenta] truths of the 
game—points about which the av- 
erage player rarely thinks. 

For instance, he laid down the 
principle that for an initial bid in 
first or second hand two quick 
tricks and two probable tricks ad- 
ditional in trumps are all that is 
necessary—and then explained in 
terms of cold mathematics why the 
statement was true, 

“Often times you will sit down 
with a partner who tells you that 
he never bids initially without two 
side tricks in addition to his trump 
holdings,” Whitehead said. “That 
is pure tosh. If he waits for that 
holding he is not bidding his hands 
for all they are worth. 

Two uQick Tricks Enough, 

“IE contend, and so does every ex- 
pert of whom I know, that the 
holding of two quick tricks, even 
if they be in the trump, is suffi- 
clent for opening bid. A five-card 
suit headed by ate-king, for in- 
stance, has two quick tricks and 
the additional possibility of two 
trump tricks besides. 

“Now see how it works out. 
With four probable tricks in my 
hand, I assume two for my part- 
ner, who has not yet bid, ahd one 
for what experts call .the ‘prob- 
ability of play.’ The total of 
tricks I may expect is then seven, 
of sufficient basis for an opening 
one-bid.” 

Whitehead cautioned that, in ex- 
pecting two tricks of the partner 
and one from the play, he was 
goinf on the experience gained 
from studies of thousands of 
hands, carefully tabulated. 

Opening Bids Taken Ont. 

“Incidentally,” he continued, “in 
a study of hundreds of hands I 
| found that 19 out of 20 opening 
bids were taken out in subsequent 
bidding so that the initial bidder 
need not fear being left in what 
seems to him a weak bid. When 
I made this same study I also sur- 
veyed 200 hands played at the 
Knickerbocker Club in New York 
in which the initial bidder opened 
with a minor suit deelaration. ] 
found that in every instance he was 
taken out.’’ 

Getting down to basic reasons, 
Whitehead explained why two 
quick tricks are imperative for an 
opening bid in first or second hand. 
He said that extended studies had 
shown on an average that there 
are eight quick tricks in the four 
hands at the bridge table, so that 
two quick tricks, therefore, mark 
the average hand, as far as high- 
card holding is concerned. If the 
declarer has less than the ary erage, 
he is forcing his partner to £0 
ahead with the support of a hand
